The climate of Vancouver Island approximates closely, 
that of Great Britain, modified by its geographical situation. 
The proximity of the snow-capped Olympian mountainis' tiais 
a marked effect on tlie summer temperature, which is never 
intensely hot, while tlie Japan current, striking the west 
coast, brings with it moisture and heat, which temper the 
severity of the winter. The .remarkable,.a^4:J^aj^^^ 
toria enjoys over all other coast points, the small athouM^ o^^^ 
rainfall and moderate temperature, are strikingly illustrated 
in the meteorological return.s for the years 1907, 1908, and 
1969. '"The ' influence of ' the i': J^ current, and other 
factors combine to produce a result which is per- 
haps best shown by the fact that the isothermal lines 
showing highest temperatiifein summer and lowest temper- 
ature in th^,^winter,Jntei'Sec^^ thus deinpnstrating 
that it enjoys the double kdvahtage of both th 
mer and ideal winter temperature.

riieri arid ,woriieri,' red clover, find chil- 
dren playing-tunder. the "apple - trees. 
All this the raihvay has produM^ 

Probably liovvherei ;pn 'the ; contin- 
ent has thc^ railway done more for 
the development' of the/west than it 
has done in Canada, and none of the 
railways has done' so much f rom ■ so 
smali' a Heglnning'as' has been accom- 
l)lished by the Canadian Northern. - 

Thirteen years ago the railway con- 
tracting firm of .MacKonzle it Mann 
acquired a charter for a railway in the 
■Western Province of Manitoba. . Tlie 
cliartor carried a grant of'nian.v tliou- 
sand acres of lanO, worth all the way 
from fifty cents to one dollar per acre, 
These men know that by building a 
railway , and providing transportation 
they' could "create" a value, a new 
and; permanent value for these lands. 

So they began building. As fast as 
a short section was cnmpleteil tliey 
began operating, and an interCKtlnj^ 
fact that each and every mile com- 
pleted earne^l operating expen.ses and 
sometimes more". In this way the two 
-slirewd builders laid the foundation of 
a future. 

Mr. AVilliani Mackenzie, the prci- 
ident, and Donald Mann, the vice pres- 
ident, made a team that has never 
been passed on the mad to success in 
the history of the Dominion. For 
some reason not qiiito rlear. Donald 
;'Iann ha.'i boon called "Dan," just as 
Wllhcr D! Xesbit, the Cliicago poet is 
called "Bill." Mackenzie concerned 
liiniself chiefly with scouring the sin- 
ews, wlilch (iencr.-il :\lann employed 
to tlie best advantfige in Ills war on 
the "Silent I'laccy" where, for cen- 
turies, "tlie ironorable Governor and 
company of fli-ntlemen Adventurers of 
England Trading Into Hudson's Bay," 
had held undisputed sway to the ex- 
clusion of al! other .-ulvontures. 

"Dan," Mann was not only a master- 
■buildcr of r.'illwa.vH but soon devel- 
oped a line of diplomacy th;it has 
been the wonder and envy of his op- 
ponents In the Dniuinion. as well as 
in the Provincial Parliaments for the 
past ten year.s. He makes and holds 
friends from the I'remier down to 
the doorman, inaliiug absolutely no 



difference in the handshake. 

Every day, for thirteen years, tho 
Canadian , Northern has either bought 
or built ,a mile \,of ■ railway! building 
most of-it;';/^ .. 

The exjpeflence in building in the 
west, and the knowledge of the west, 
sained wlien contracting on tho first 
Canadian Transcontinental line, en- 
abled them to pick the best sections 
for their line. General Grenvllle M. 
Dodge has slated that tho discover.v 
of Sherman Pass was due to the fact 
that a. band of Indians lias chas- 
ed him down a ridge whf.:h ran far 
out Into the plain, and along whicli 
the Union Pacific was later built. 
Dan Mann tells an equally interesting 
story of the discovery of. what Is 
known as the "North- Country" * and 
the Great Saskatchewan Valley which 
has since come to be called "Britain's 
Bread basket." .

Without .waiting ■ to 
wake the men, he borrowed & sub- 
contractor's - team and set out after 
the animals.'" There was no settle- 
ment for fifty .or^a ihuitdred^t^rfilles to 
the nearest VBIudsbnts^Bai^'^imist!: If Ho 
travelled fbr'daya.'befdre 'coriilrig "In 
sight of the horiseB.', The wind was 
blowing steSdily down from the north 
and he knew they would feed up wind 
to free themselves., of -."mosqultos and 
flies.- - Str^iieHtA north ; for; four whole 
days they, led' lilrbo Into 'a ' rie-wr coun- 
try where the wild grass and peavino 
grew waist-high, to him, and he's six 
feet someljhing in the wild. 

He found his horses, and kept them. 
Al.so he kept the secret of what he had 
seen. When lie began building for 
himself, to bo exact, for Jfackonzio & 
Mann, he headed his pathfinders for 
the nortih country that had been ever- 
looked or shunned by earlier builders 
who feared tho latitude. This land 
ho took over aiid across It and through 
it bo sent fingers of steel. Along this 
line, In ten short years, prosperous 
towns have sprung up.

flax. With a single exceptjon, the 
wheat yield of tho provlnce-^of Sas- 
katchewan exceeds-^the;<j/Iplds,iOf,:^any 
state In the Republloit6fthe^B9u£h;"and 
the province Is only 'foiir years old. 

The simple story of the develop- 
ment that has taken place here since' 
Dan Mann's horses strayed north, the 
wonderful wakening of this last west, 
tho real empire building, in which 
this big, brainy Scottisli-Canadian has 
played sucli an Important part, reads 
like the veriest romance. Very early 
In Ills career he learned that, strong 
as his hands were and willing to work, 
his head. .must-Jielp. .vHaving .taken a 
contract ivto%l>ullduB6ii(je''<::'rallway and 
snow sheds : In the' heartVbf Hhe Rock- 
ies, he harnessed the. Coliinibla '.river, 
shot the ,wlld rapids,- >andrfra.f ted his 
material, outfit and supplies in, sav- 
ing $25,000 in the cost of transporta- 
tion. If, in the work of building, 
Mackenzie and Mann come in con- 
tact with iron ore, as tliey did on tho 
Canadian Xorthern, Ontario, they form 
a company for tho development of tho 
projjcrty. At Atlkokan, in "West- 
ern Ontario, they found a fabulous 
field of Iron ore, and Immediately 
erected blast furnaces to prove to the 
world .the valuei of. their find. Finding 
that,^nearly:ai^^the large milling com- 
panies" had e'stabllshed along the line 
of tho pioneer western railway, they 
Immediate^- formed a powerful nilll- 
ing company, caused modern mills to 
bo erected along their lines, and the 
success of this subsidiary company Is 
like tlie success of almost everything 
to which the firm of Mackenzie and 
Mann have turned their hands. 

A few years ago a railway, some 
two hundred and fifty miles, long, 
reaching from Regina, the capital of 
Saskatchewan, to Prince Albert, at tho 
far northern edge of . the wheatflold 
and the southern shore ,flf,;,thei:fur - 
bearing and wool prodllolPK^.'wUder- 
ness of the North was 'for': 'sale. It 
had be.en operated Indifferently tmder 
a lease for some years by one of tlia 
big, systems, and wap not counted of 
much value. The names of stations 
were printed on .small boards and 
tacked to tho telegraph poles at the 
several sldo tracks. Mackenzie & Mann 
c-oiieluded one afternoon th.at they 
wiintcd IhlH line to complete, or at 
least to form a part of tlic network of 



. railways they w.cre building In tho 
prairie ptovinCQS, In' the twilight of 
that dayHhey .to|)i| URUbe]ma serl- 
ously7 and when they' retired, ,at one 
o'clock on tho following morning, they 
owned the road. . They were criticized 
at the time for ^hoir speed and sup.- 
posed recklessnosa; , but that was two 
years ago. They had built this line, 
and knew it better than the men who 
were operating Mt; those ; who : -were 
selling it,. '-. .Today, the"* terminals at 
cither end bf "thq_llne and-.the Btation 
property iri -the^»«arl ' ot-'-iMerBt-o^itie 
city of Saskatoon, are •jjr.Qrthlnio.ny . 
times — perhaps Xcih times — ^^vhSt■'they 
would have sold for three years ago. 
The side tracks "have become towns, 
some of them cities. 

From building and owning a large 
system of railways, they have launch- 
ed out In other directions. Tliey arc 
he.avily Interested in mineral devel- 
opment In Canad.-x. ' 

Not long; ago they souglit an en- 
trance to a thriving city in tho west. 
The"city solicitor and .tho city fathers 
had labored lon^ opd 'late to find -a 
way to secluro' tne entranc6 of the line 
and escape criticism. Finally, one 
afternoon,'. >the "Athabasca," 'Mr. 
Miinn's private car, arrived, and that 
night there was a meeting. At least 
thirty minutes were wasted trying to 
make a start. Presently, as one of 
tlie Aldermen tells the story, Dan 
Mann turned to the city clerk and 
nskcd for a stenographer. 'When the 
sliortliand artist arrived the big build- 
er asked the mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen to "excuse his back."

Even at this writing tho steel is reach- 
ing up toward the Yellowhead Piiss in 
the Canadian Rockies, Even at this 
moment tlie Premier of tho Province 
of British Columbia is being returned 
to "Victoria, which lie left of his own 
accord, to see if the voters would ap- 
prove of his railwaj- policy, wliicli 
means nothing more nor less than tho

Frisco 
of Canada. This line will be com- 
pleted within tho next two or three 
years. M'innipeg is almost as near 
to the Pacific as it Is to the Atlantic 
ocean, and there are a thousand milos 
of Wheatland west of Winnipeg. By 
tho northern route through the Rock- 
ies, Mr. JI;uin proposes to reach tide- 
water in the west on an almost level 
line. If he succeeds in finding a 
grade which shall not exceed four-
